London, England, Sept. 25. — An- 


other hostile airplane raid on .London 
took place tonight.

RAISE MILK PRICE 


TO THIRTEEN CENTS 


SAY ADVANCE Will BARELY MEET 


COST OF PRODUCTION 


Buffalo. Sept. 25.—The Dairyman's 


league today announced an advance of 
nearly 7 cents a gallon for the winter 
price of milk, which dealers say means 
a retail price of 13 cents a quart. 


L. G. Kirkland, a member of the 


boaid of directors of tho league, is- 
sued a. statement in which the claim 
was made that the October price of 
28 3-4 cents and 30 4-B cents for No- 
vember barely would cover the cost of 
production. The September price was 
24 cents a gallon. 


Referring to the reported Intention 


of the dealers to ask the national food 
administration to Investigate the milk 
situation in New York, Mr. Kirkland 
said the league had waited two weeks 
before announcing winter prices, hop- 
ing for such action. 


"Mr. Hoover," said Mr. Kirkland, 


'has been gathering figures as to cost 
of the production of milk and we are 
ready to accept his figures. We do-not 


llev'e prices set by him would be 


less than they are now. \Ve must at 
least havo the cost of production or 
quit the dairying business."

Senate Approves Item* For Many 
Millions to Make Up Deficiencies 


HOUSE JAS ACTED 


Few Dissenters — Floor Leader 


Martin Urges Scrutiny of 


Extravagant Estimates 


"Washington, D. C.. Sept. 25.—With- 


out a roll call and after brief debate 
the senate late today passed the eight 
billion dollar war deficiency appropria- 
tion bill. .Nearly 800,000,000 was add- 
ed to the measure as it came from 
the house and it now goes to con- 
ference. 


Items for many millions of dollars 


were approved with only a hand full 
of senators present and without dis- 
cussion, as they were when the bill 
passed the house unanimously just a 
week ago. Minor provisions only evok- 
ed debate. 


Senator Martin, chairman of the ap- 


propriations committee and Demo- 
cratic floor leader, urged sharp scru- 
tiny of what he termed "extravagant 
and almost reckless" departmental es- 
timates. He said appropriations dur- 
ing five months of war wbuld reach 
about ?20,000,000,000 and expressed 
concern lest next year's total might be 
$30,000,000,000. 


Nation's Finances Imperilled. 


"We must give every dollar neces- 


sary to prosecute the war," said the 
senator, "but our duty is to trim, down 
extravagant and useless appropriations. 
The government's finances are in a 
perilous situation. 


"Are we going to impoverish the 


country? Tes, if necessary, to win 
this war, but in God's name don't let 
us spend money unless absolutely nec- 
essary "

In the Trentino in the region of 


Monte Xero, the Austro-Hungariana 
exploded a mine under the Italian po- 
sitions, but the Italian barrage fira 
prevented the enemy from making any; 
gains. The Italians have repulsed fur- 
ther local attacks on the Bainzizza, 
plateau northeast of Gorizia. German 
efforts to recapture the new position 
gained by the Russians southeast of 
Riga on the Fskoss high road, have 
been checked by the Russians. 


Captain George Guynemer, th« 


leading French aviator, is believed by 
the French war office to have been 
killed. Guynemer left Dunkirk for a 
ight over the German lines in Flan- 
ders two weeks ago and nothing has 
been heard of, or from, him since. 


By a vote of 53 to IS, the Argentina 


chamber of deputies has declared in 
favor of breaking off diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany. The Argentina 
senate last weak voted almost unani- 
mosly in favor of a break over tha 
revelation brought out by, the exposure 
of von Luxburg, the German .minister 
te Buenos Aires, by the American 
state department.

The first thing they ask 
us is how many men the United States 
army now has in France. They are 
always glad to sea and talk to Ameri- 
cans and they treat us wonderfully. 
If we offer to pay for things they do 
for us they are insulted, and when we 
walk down through the streets we 
are proud to be Americans and it is up 
to us to have them keep this faith In 
us.
